ONLY 26 FIRES SO FAR IN 
1940 IS GOOD RECORD HERE 


Saturday night at 11:01 o'clock, 
the twenty-sixth fire alarm for 
1940 was turned in to the Upland 
fire department, when a cigarette 
left burning in a piece of uphol- 
stered furniture at the home of 
Mrs. Kenneth Beattie ignited. The 
room was badly smoked, and a 
hole was burned in the floor be- 
fore the fire was extinguished by 
water from the tank on the truck. 

The record of only 26 fires so 
far this year, is one of which the 
Upland fire department is proud. 
It indicates that 1940 may be one 
of the “safest” years in the his- 
tory of the fire department. 

Total number of fires during 
1937 in Upland was 58; in 1938, 
54; in 1939, 38. 

The end of the summer, when 
grass is dry and before rains start 
is one of the most dangerous sea- 
sons for fires, says Mr. Voth. 
However, special vigilance exer- 
cised in removing weeds from va- 
cant lots has succeeded in reduc- 
ing the number of grass fires in 
Upland during the last few years, 

In 1940 there were three fires 
in September, and as it happened, 
all of these were outside the city 
limits. However, the local fire 
department answered calls. The 
most costly blaze was the one 
which burned the vacant, partial- 
ly completed home south of Foot- 


hill boulevard in the Red Hill 
tract. Another blaze was a gar- 
age at the Joe Morgeson property, 
Benson and Arrow highway, while 
the third September fire was in 
San Antonio Heights. 

Cooperation between the city 
fire department and the forestry 
station at Manker Lookout has 
been the means of averting ser- 
ious blazes. 

Just last Saturday, Mr. Voth 
reports an incident which shows 
the value of the fire prevention 
Service. The lookout ranger re- 
ported smoke on West street. In- 
vestigating immediately, Mr. Voth 
found that leaves and prunings 
located near a chicken house and 
shed were smouldering. The own- 
er had attempted to burn the 
leaves in the morning and later 
when no fire resulted, she had
